Yew Lose 


Q. 1 have a yew tree on my property in Wolf 


Creek, Ore. About 20 years ago, and old-timer told me 
to sell this tree separately from my timber as yew wood 
is used for making archer's bows and is quite valuable. 
Is this true? G.A., Lakewood. 


A. Tnc hard, fine-grained wood was used by North 


America Indians to make bows, but modern archers rely 
chiefly on fiberglass. Norm Richards, a bow manufac- 
turer and owner of Richard's Archery, 6001 Whittier 
Blvd., East Los Angeles, told ACTION LINE that during 
the 1930's and 40's, bows were made from yew wood, 
hedgewood and lemon wood. Yew wood was considered 
very good because of its strength, durability and elas- 
ticity. Now, most bows are made from layers of fiber- 
glass and laminated maple wood, and there is no mar- 
ket for yew wood. 


Town Hall 


Q. My husband was asked to join Town Hall of Cali- 


fornia. Can you tell us about this organization? Does it 
have any political affilialions? Mrs. J.B., Long Beach. 


A. Town Hall, a major Southern California men's 


forum, is a nonpartisan and nonprofit organization, said 
Nelson McCook Jr., chairman of the Long Beach Advi- 
sory' Committee.

Sea Power 


Q. What company made the engines used on the 


submarine chasers during World War II. My friend says 
they were General Motors and I say Packard. G.M., Ana- 
heim. 


A. The engines on the small patrol boats were 


made by General Motors Corp., Fairbanks Morse Power 
Systems and Electromotive Co., said Richard Bassctt of 
the Navy Ship Systems Command in Washington, D.C., 
The engines were dicsel and most were 16 cylinders. 
They powered three classes of submarine chasers — 
110 feet long, 136 feet long and 173 feet long. The 
smallest class could reach a speed of about 15 knots. A 
crew of between 55 and 60 officers and men usually 
manned the submarine chasers. Bassctt said that some 
800 submarine chasers were in operation during World 
War II, but most have been disposed of and he knows 
of none in operation now. During World War II, the 
bouts, armed with depth charges 3-Inch guns and 40 
mm antiaircraft guns were fairly effective in damaging 
submarines, Bassctt added.

for added "color-kick" in

HELP YOUR Royal bird 


of paradise grow better 
and bloom later by trim- 
ming it. Mulch it, then 
feed it a little later. 


Here's how you should 


do it to plants that are 
five years or older. First 
trim out as much as 50 
per cent of the older leaf- 
age. You must 
carefully 


cut off the leaves. If you 
cut them off at base of 
the plant, 'you might be 
cutting off embryo leaves 
which are within -the hol- 
low leaf stalk area near 
the 'plant base. You must 
cut just above the slight 
swelling or nubbin which 
is on the upper side of the 
leaf stalk. In this way you 
cut off the leaf stalk just 
above the beginning of the 
hollow area. 


Cut off the oldest foli- 


age first, next oldest, till 
finally only about half of 


• 
the leafage remains. This 
operation 
improves plant 


growth. Next, remove any 
remainder of .last year's. 
mulch. 
Soak 
soil well. 


Scatter bone meal around 
the plants. .Lightly work 
into the top soil area, then 
put 
two-to-three 
inch 


thickness ' of manure or 
some organic mulch mate- 
rial and slowly soak well. 
Repeat thorough watering 
a day or two later. There- 
after water 
as you nor- 


mally do. (Don't put more 
than ' a quarter-inch layer 
of manure around contain- 
er plants!) Month or so 
later, 
feed them a com- 


plete plant food. Be sure 
to read the 
feeding ^ in- 


structions on the fertilizer 
sack label. You'll discover 
that a same size container 
plant, if grown 
in the 


ground, 
would 
be fed 


twice the amount. 


; Q. 1 don't know much 
about gardening but like to 
putter around in nature, 
and love to see plants 
growing, .but I do 'my best. 
My 15 years old linden 
tree- is 
beautiful right 


now, with green leaves. 
But it never . blooms as 
they do in Ohio state in 
May. It is in front of my 
house on north side, be- 
tween the house and side- 
walk facing the street. Is 
this due to lack of a 
mate?

tient with it, but water it 
deeply 
periodically, and 


apply phosphoric acid fer- 
tilizer. It is available as 
none meal, an organic, or 
superphosphate, a mineral 
form.

a star pine. Our 


Neighbors have two, both 
have these h'rown tips. 
What causes it? Also en- 
closed is a small fly we 
find 
on the dead spots, 


the fly is dead too. Is there 
any connection?.

damage is evident. More 
likely an: erratic watering 
condition,

quent light watering, caus- 
es this condition. Water 
deeper and less often.

SUMMER RALLY DUE — the pronounced market

FLAT-SWING PRIME CAUSE OF SHANKING 


If you ever fall into a serious 


case of -shanking—striking jron 
shots on the neck, orhosel, of 
the club—first check your back- 
swing: Chances are it is too 
"flat." You are probably taking 
ths clubhead back too abruptly 
"inside"- the target line (illus- 
tration #1). This flattens the 
plane of your swing and causes 
you to return the clubhead into 
the ball with the heel of the 
club leading.

Knowledge of Bible 
on Downward Trend

Dr. Wernher Von Braun, 


the German-born scientist 
who has played 'a major 
role, in America's space 
program, 
is 
baffled 
by 


people who suggest that 
modern science has dis- 
credited belief in God. 


As far as he is con- 


cerned, just the opposite 
is true. 


Since he became direc- 


tor of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Admin- 
istration's George C. Mar- 
shall Space Flight Center 
at Huntsville, Ala., Von 
Braun has joined the Epi- . 
copal Church and has be- 
come an avid reader of 
theological books. 


He discussed his reli- 


gious beliefs in a recent 
interview with Adon Taft, 
religion writer for the Mi- 
ami Herald. The interview 
\Yill be published in 
the 


July issue of the magazine 
Christian Life. 


Von Braun said he finds 


it as difficult "to under- 
stand a scientist who does 
not acknowledge the pres- 
ence of a superior ration- 
ality .behind the existence 
of the universe as it is to 
comprehend a theologian 
who would deny the ad- 
vances of science." 


Von 
Braun 
added: 


"There certainly is no sci- 
entific reason why God 


cannot retain the same 
position in . our 
modern 


world that He-held before 
we began probing His Cre- 
ation with telescope and 
cyclotron." 


The God which many, 


people find it hard to be- 
lieve in, Von Braun. sug- 
gested, is actually a pa- 
thetic caricature construct- 
ed by limited human vi- 
sion. 


"Any effort to visualize 


God, to reduce Him to our 
comprehension, to describe 
Him in our language, beg- 
gars his greatness," the 
famous physicist said. 


"I find it best to accept 


God as an intelligent will, 
perfect in goodness, re- 
pealing 
Himself, in : the 


world of experience more 
fully down through the 
ages as man's capacity for 
understanding grows." 
•". 


Thus, in this age of 


space travel, which drama- 
tizes the immensity of the 
universe, men must en- 
large rtheir concept of God 
and recognize that He is 
not a local diety of this 
planet but "the Creator 
and. Master, of 
every- 


thing." 


Knowledge of the Bible 


among America's young 
people "is on a definitely 
downward trend." 


That is the glum conclu- 


sion of Dr. Jospeh Martin 
Hopkins, who has been 
teaching a college Bible 
course for the past 23 
years. 
' 


Hopkins is on the facul- 


ty of Westminister Col- 
lege, a P r e s b y t e r i a n 
church-related . school at 
New 
Wilmington, 
Pa. 


Most of its students come 
f r o m 
church-connected 


families and it seems fair 
to presume that'their.fam- 
iliartiy with the Bible is 
somewhat 
greater 
than 


that of the average Ameri- 
can college student. 


Last fall, Hopkins gave 


his students a 14-question 
.quiz on the Bible.. "As a 
class," he reports in, the 
current issue of Christiani- 
ty Today magazine, ""they 
flunked miserably." 


Only 18 per cent were 


able to "name, the book 
which tells the history of 
the early church." 
{The 


answer is, the Acts of the 
Apostles, or just Acts.) 


Fewer than one out of 


four . could quote one of 
the Beatitudes from Jesus' 
Sermon on the Mount. 


Even 
on 
questions 


. which require only the 
most cursory acquaintance 
with the Bible, the scores 
were, in Hopkins' word 
"appalling." 


Jacob, the Patriarch"of 


Israel, had 12 sons, and 
their activities get consid- 
erable space in the Botik 
of Genesis. The studertts 
were asked to name just 
one —- any one — of Ja- 
cob's sons. Only' 23 jli:r 
cent came up with a co'r- 
rect answer.

FLAT SWING PRIME CAUSE OF SHANKING 


If you ever fall into a serious 


case o! shanking—striking iron 
shots on the neck, or hosel, of 
the club—first check your back- 
swing. Chances are it is too 
"flat." You are probably taking 
the clubhead back too abruptly 
"inside" the target line (illus- 
tration #1). This flattens the 
plane of your swing and causes 
you to return the clubhead into 
the ball with the heel of Ilia 
club leading. Theclubface lags 
behind.

The cure is relatively simple. 


You must make your backswing 
more upright. Take the club 
straight back from the ball for 
several inches before allowing 
it to move inside. An open 
stance, with the left foot pulled 
back d bit from the target line 
(illustration "'2), will force a 
more upright backswing, and 
such a stance is suitable on at 
least the short-iron shots.

was brought home — literally — to Long Beach Assem- 
blyman Mike Cullen.

Cullen, author of a bill to suspend for, a year the 


driver's licenses of 16. and 17-year-olds convicted of 
having dangerous drugs or narcotics in their autos, is 
living in Sacramento' during the current legislative ses- 
sion. 


His bill, previously passed by the Assembly, was 


approved by a 21-4 Senate vote Friday and returned to 
the lower house for minor amendments.

Marvin Zavatsky Hefts Another Steel Drum on Stack

"Waterfront." 
The word here means the harbor's edge—59 miles 


of piers, wharves, berthing space and cargo loading 
platforms in eight square miles of Long Beach, Wil- 
mington, San Pedro and Terminal Island. 


Back of the waterfront are more square miles of 


industrial district, much Of it grimy, smoky, noisy and 
smelly. 


It's a down-to-earth district of gargantuan indus- 


tries—oil refineries, shipyards, sprawling docks, steel 
and chemical plants—and of Liliputian industries—tiny 
one-family 
businesses where you can get a lamp 


wrapped, or a spoon engraved, or a poodle shipped to 
Iceland. 


Half a mile back from Wilmington's Consolidated 


Slip of Los Angeles Harbor, on Alameda Street, with 
auto junk yards and dryland boat storage yards for 
neighbors, stands a bold sign by which you know you 
have reached the Zavatsky Barrel & Drum Co. 


YOU PARK ON A DIRT SIDE-ROAD and enter be- 


tween stacks of barrels. Cats and kittens galore scram 
from your path. The barrels—black, red, yellow, while 
and aluminum-painted—shade the office, a quaint re- 
treat full of cats, kittens, desks, liard-hals, funs and tel- 
ephones. 


"People leave us the en Is." says Marvin Zavatsky. 


40-year-old ex-Navy firecontrolman who runs Ihc third- 
generation Zavatsky barrel business. 


"We don't need any more cats. About barrels, we 


carry barrels and drums, all kinds, all sizes—there's a 
story about barrels." 


Every kind of barrel has a story. Some are hard to 


believe. But, listen! 


"We have a customer who comes up from Mexico 


bringing four-gallon cans of frozen cla;ns to the whole- 
sale fish markets at San Pedro. 


"He gets from us the same kind of cans, empty 


and clean, to take back—hut he also wants empty ol- 
ive-oil barrels. 


"Now, those are 57-gallon sleel drums which come 


from 
Spain 
full of olive oil, to the fish canneries. 


They've 
still got a little olive oil in them, but he 


doesn't care, because he takes them to haul water or 
gasoline back to the villages. 


"GASOLINE MIXES WELL WITH the olive oil. 


And the villagers don't mind the taste of olive oil in 
the water, so the barrels are OK.

"Today's students are deeply shaken hy these prob-

"that's the price we have to pay for Involvement."

alienated from the adult community, noted this aliena- 
tion often heightens "ugly forms of expression such as 
violence." 


ile said that all forms of violence are "boomer- 


angs" — those who use violence usually have it used 
on them in return.

the Zavatsky lot. 


"Take a look at these big, fat wooden barrels! They 


come from Italy full cf pepperoncini—little green pic- 
kled peppers. 


"The 
50-gallon wooden barrels over there come 


from Holland full of pickled onions for martinis." 


Zavatsky tells you, man to man, eye to eye, his 


family motto, originating a centuiy ago with his groat- 
great Uncle Izaak, founder of the barrel dynasty, who 
fled Czarist terrorists for a happier life in America-
